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Sleeping rough at Christmas 


UPLYME MAN, 22,TO HIGHLIGHTTHE PLIGHT OF THE HOMELESS IN LONDON 


AN Uplyme resident 
will be sleeping rough 
in London this Christ¬ 
mas to highlight the 
plight of the homeless. 

Former Woodroffe 
School student, James 
Beavis, 22, will sleep on 
the streets for eight nights 
and nine days over Christ¬ 
mas in Lewisham - one of 
the most deprived areas of 
the capital city. 

Having volunteered with 
homeless charity Crisis for 
a week last Christmas, 
James was inspired to fur¬ 
ther support this cause. Be¬ 
fore taking on his latest 
sleeping rough challenge,

James completed the Lon¬ 
don Marathon in aid of the 
charity. 

He has now launched an 
online video campaign on 
Facebook and YouTube 
describing exactly what he 
will be doing this Christ¬ 
mas and he has already 
raised over £5,000. 

Speaking on his volun¬ 
teering experience last 
year, James said: “It 
showed me that not all 
people on the streets are 
criminals, alcoholics or 
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drug addicts but people 
who can give back some¬ 
thing to society.” 

James will be volunteer¬ 
ing in homeless centres 
during his nine days in 
London but does not know 
where he will be staying at 
night. He is not taking any 
money, a phone or ID with 
him but will be armed only 
with warm jumpers, a 
sleeping bag, rucksack, 
toothbrush, toothpaste and 
deoderant. 

As a treat for Christmas 
he will take a can of beer, 
mince pie and Christmas 
hat with him, as well as his 
childhood teddy bear to 
keep him company. 

With no money, James 
will have to beg for food 
and water and said if he is 
given anything he will 
give any excess to Crisis. 

He said the most difficult 
part of the challenge will 
be not being able to speak 
to his family on Christmas 
day. 

“I want to change the 
stereotype and stigma that 
goes with being home¬ 
less,” he said. 

“I want to show how 
hard it is to be homeless... 
how challenging and emo¬ 
tionally upsetting it can 
be.” 

James spoke about how 
much more difficult it is 
becoming to be homeless, 
as donations to charities 
such as Crisis are drop¬ 
ping, leaving them 150 
beds short.

“I want to make up those 
beds,” he added. 

He said that new anti¬ 
squatting laws and the 
colder weather was also 
making it increasingly dif¬ 
ficult for homeless people.

His 
career in oil exploration took him to Los An¬ 
geles, Philedelphia and back to Glasgow be¬ 
fore settling in London, when he left 
mainstream oil exploration and became direc¬ 
tor in a consultancy company on the commer¬ 
cial side of the field. In 2002 he set up his own 
consultancy company before retiring in 2008. 

John now lives in Lyme Regis with wife 
Jenny. They have three children and seven 
grandchildren, with many living abroad. 


• WHEN and why did you decide to Rotary? 

I joined in 2001.1 wanted to get involved in something 
as I moved towards retirement, didn't quite know 
what, but I went along to a couple of Rotary meetings 
and liked what I saw. Here was a bunch of people en¬ 
joying themselves whilst also raising funds for a vari¬ 
ety of local and international charities. It offered a 
great opportunity to get involved and put something 
back into the community and help those whose life 
has not been as fortunate as my own, and have fun 
while I did it. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about being a Rotarian? 

It's fun! It's a mixture of fundraising projects, commu¬ 
nity service events and social activities which we or¬ 
ganise ourselves. We have an active skittles team 
which takes part in the local skittles league, and other 
sporting activities, and we have a programme of 
speakers once a month. It's just all go, and everyone 
can get involved as much as they like. They're a quick¬ 
witted and unforgiving bunch of characters in our 
club, from all sorts of backgrounds, so you always have 
to be on your toes, but the camaraderie is very strong 
and there's always someone there to help if you need 
it. 

• TELL us about the club's upcoming Lyme 
Lunge... 

Ah, the Lunge! Advertised as "a fancy dress dip in the 
balmy waters of Lyme Bay from the sandy beach at 
1 pm on January 1 st", it has grown every year since we 
took on the running of the event. Two years ago we 
had over 1,000 people watching, and 70 swimmers, 
this year over 100 swimmers turned up on what was 




the wettest New Year's Day I can remember, and we 
raised over £1,700 for ShelterBox and the RNLI. 

It's not just the fundraising, though, it's also the fact 
that we help bring in dozens of people to the town on 
New Year's Day to enjoy what is a fun packed event 
and supported by a number of local traders - the 
council, traders and Rotary joining together to make 
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a super event. And I can honestly say it isn't as cold as 
you might think, quite invigorating, in fact. 

• THE Rotary is also organising the annual Carols 
Around the Tree - what do you enjoy about this 
event? 

I probably have the worst singing voice in Lyme Regis, 
so it's the one time I can belt out and nobody knows! 
It's a great atmosphere with the town band, town crier, 
Christmas tree, hot chestnuts, mince pies, hot soup, 
singing and most importantly - smiles all round. 

• WHAT are you most looking forward to this 
Christmas? 

Christmas with my son. He has had a rough year, but 
is now on the way up and I am looking forward to 
being with him and the grandchildren over the Christ¬ 
mas period. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

The mix of people, the atmosphere, the friendliness, 
the geographical setting, the late evening light in 
summer, the morning sunshine in spring, the local 
Town Mill Beer! 

• WHAT would you add to or change about the 
town if you could? 

A town is what it is, we were attracted to it because of 
what it is, why change it? 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination and 
why? 

Not sure I have one. I like to go somewhere different 
every year. As long as its not wet and cold, I'm not a 
lover of snow. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I'd make sure my children and grandchildren's financial 
future was secure then have a whale of a holiday with 
Jenny, during which it would be great to get all the 
family together.

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Emergency plan set out in report after 
inadequate'procedure during floods 


A COMPREHENSIVE re¬ 
port on emergency plan¬ 
ning in Lyme Regis has 
been prepared by new 
deputy town clerk John 
Wright. 

The report comes after 
town councillors were ap¬ 
palled at the inadequacy of 
definite emergency proce¬ 
dures when the Woodmead 
Halls was opened to re¬ 
ceive any possible evac¬ 
uees when properties 
along the banks of the 
River Lim were flooded in 
July. 

Town councillors arrived 
at the Woodmead Halls to

assist if required and were 
shocked to find that there 
was no co-ordinated plan 
and there was just one 
emergency box that had 
been left at the halls by 
Dorset County Council 
which contained virtually 
nothing of use. 

Councillors sat around 
for a couple of hours 
drinking coffee and then 
left the building when it 
was realised that the halls 


would not be required. 

The question of emer¬ 
gency planning was raised 
during the public forum at 
a recent meeting of the 
Town Management Com¬ 
mittee by former council¬ 
lor Stan Williams, who is 
chairman of the Wood¬ 
mead Halls management 
committee. 

Mr Williams referred to 
Lyme’s inadequate plan¬ 
ning procedures as “fright¬ 


ening”, especially in the 
case of the town being cut 
off from county emer¬ 
gency officers in Dorch¬ 
ester as happened in the 
recent floods. He also re¬ 
ferred to the lack of a gen¬ 
erator at the Woodmead 
Halls which would be re¬ 
quired if there was a power 
cut. 

Mr Williams told the 
committee: “If we have the 
200-year major storm 
Lyme Regis could have a 
serious problem. This 
council need to chase 
Dorset County Council be¬ 
cause we are more isolated 
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than ever before.” 

Mr Wright’s report out¬ 
lined the various responsi¬ 
bilities and contact 
numbers of the county and 
district councils and other 
agencies and emergency 
services. 

In the event of a serious 
situation the town council 
would suspend normal du¬ 
ties of its employees and 
direct them to assist resi¬ 
dents and other agencies 
working in the town. 

The town council’s first 
point of contact would be 
the deputy town clerk who 
would take on the role of 
emergency planning offi¬ 
cer. The council’s second 
point of contact would be 
works supervisor Elliott 
Herbert. 

In the event of an emer¬ 
gency the town council 
would aim to keep its of¬ 
fice open to provide infor¬ 
mation and assistance to 
the public, update its web¬ 
site, liaise with other statu¬ 


tory and voluntary agen¬ 
cies and co-ordinate the 
activities of its employees. 

Council employees 
would be directed to ap¬ 
propriate duties such as es¬ 
tablishing that vulnerable 
residents were safe and se¬ 
cure, escorting residents to 
rest and recovery centres, 
clearing snow, gritting, de¬ 
ploying sandbags, clearing 
blocked areas. 

The report also noted 
that the town council had 
at its disposal the follow¬ 
ing to assist in any emer¬ 
gency: 

# 120 salt bags in the 
cemetery store 

# A hand gritter located in 
the cemetery store 

• 100 sandbags at the 
council depot at the rear of 
Anning Road (former 
Army Cadet Hut) 

• 100 sandbags at Ware 
Cliff, adjacent to the reser¬ 
voir overflow pipe.

His place 
was taken by Neil Gos- 
sage from inflatables 
company Bounce Time, 
who travelled all the way 
from Kettering to be at 
the event. 

Three members of the 
coastguards team were 
also called away on an 
emergency during the 
race but luckily had al¬ 
ready completed the 
course and still managed 
to come in third place. 


The Bohemian Iciles 
were presented with six 
bottles of wine as the 
best dressed team. 

Entertainment contin¬ 
ued throughout the day, 
including carols from 
Lyme Regis Junior Band 
and swing music from 
local singer Ben Kapur. 
Nomad and Mary also 
played their Christmas 
song written especially 
for Lyme Regis. 

Aroma Cafe was de¬ 
clared the winner of the 
mince pie bake-off by 
judge Tim Bell from the 
Marine Theatre, while 
Ryan King won the chil¬ 
dren's mince pie eating 
contest for scoffing three 
pies in three mintues, and 
John Oliver took the prize 
in the adult's category 
after eating four pies. 

Children were kept en¬ 
tertained before and after 
the race with visits from 
cartoon character Peppa 
Pig, a Peppa Pig bouncy 
castle and Santa's grotto. 
A Christmas pudding 
rodeo ride was also set up 
in the seafront shelters 
and two real-life reindeer 


added magic to the 
event, visiting from 
Chilthorne Domer. 

The day ended with a 
firework display spon¬ 
sored by the Cobb 
traders.The main sponsor 
for the whole event was 
George Symonds of the 
Amusement Arcade, with 
several other local busi¬ 
nesses also making dona¬ 
tions. 

It is not yet known how 
much the event raised for 
Cancer Research UK as 
sponsorship is still being 
collected but it is thought 
the total will reach 
£3,000. 

Chairman of the Lyme 
Regis branch of Cancer 
Research UK, Philip Evans, 
said:"ltwasa brilliant day 
and we were so lucky 
with the weather. It is too 
soon to say how much we 
have raised for Cancer Re¬ 
search but it will be a sig¬ 
nificant sum.

Grove is not Whistler's Wood or 
Craven's Copse - it's Lyme's legacy 


Not enough time for residents to 
respond to woodland application 


■ GIVEN the depth of feeling Dan Whistler expressed 
for the Woodland in Pound Street in last week’s front 
page story (View From Lyme Regis, December 12th) it is 
somewhat surprising that his family didn’t retain and 
maintain this small, but important group of trees in the 
town centre. 

What was left of the grove was purchased with Little 
Place by Molly and Ken Craven and, true to their word, 
they left the trees to nature. Sadly they are no longer with 
us and the house has been sold by Quentin Craven who 
has retained this part of the garden. 

It would be disingenuous to pretend that Quentin’s mo¬ 
tives are totally public spirited. They are not. He wishes 
to develop the plot and no “greenwash” has been applied 
to mask that. It is equally foolish for critics to claim that 
somehow this desirable tract of land within the develop¬ 
ment boundary would remain untouched in perpetuity. 
However, the plan for housing will provide the resources 
necessary for the preservation of the trees and the 
wildlife. 

I’m “old Lyme”, obstinate and awkward and proud of 
it! Hundreds of trees standing during my childhood have 
been sacrificed for sacred “sea views.” BS5837 with it’s 
unreasonable rule for distancing trees from buildings has 
caused the untimely demise of many more fine speci¬ 
mens. The dream of reversing this trend and demonstrat¬ 
ing how we can live with trees has driven my design of 


the houses in the “woodlands”. 

The scheme is not “eco” nor “green” nor any other buzz 
word. It is simply a small part of the revolution in build¬ 
ing that is taking place wherever the need to safeguard 
the future is recognised. 

Look at the plans; no high-carbon input concrete or 
steel, no excavation. Instead there are timber piles, timber 
frame and natural insulation all of which lock up C02 in 
construction and minimise C02 emissions in use. Passive 
solar heating, biofuels, rainwater harvesting contribute to 
the sustainability of the proposal. 

Look at the reports - JP Associates Arboricultural Re¬ 
port, The Dorset Wild Life Trust, Yeandle Geotechnics 
Soil investigation. 

Look at the appeal inspector’s report - he rejected all 
eight of the planner’s grounds for refusing the original 
application and would have given permission if a legally 
binding framework for the trust, which will ensure the 
long term maintenance of the trees, had been in place. 

A section 106 has now been agreed with the WDDC 
and this legal document will guarantee the creation of a 
trust to protect the woods into the future.

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Town crest is not a brand

Woodland proposal overlooks lack 
of support for previous applications 


■ THIS further application for housing in the wood¬ 
lands seems to overlook the simple fact that past pro¬ 
posals have found little support from close 
neighbours, other residents in proximity to the site, 
townspeople in general and the town and district coun¬ 
cils in particular. 

Had there been a major different of opinion between 
those in favour and those against these schemes, there 
might be some merit in the proposed trust. But, in fact, 
it is hard to find solid support for any of the schemes, 
currently or in earlier years. 

Daniel Whistler in his excellent and fully details 
summary (View From Lyme Regis, December 3rd) 
makes a strong case for rejection of this latest appli¬ 
cation. 

The hard fact, and one that seems to be instinctive 
to all of these groups and authorities, is that housing 
in this small woodland is incompatible with the long- 
established ideal of an untrammelled natural habitat 
standing close to the heart of Lyme Regis. 

The applicant is reported as saying the crux of the 
2010 appeal refusal was the absence of a legal under¬ 
taking to placer the woodland area in a trust. Surely, 


the crux of the refusal was people’s belief that such a 
development wasn’t necessary and the town didn’t 
want it. 

Being positive, however, and starting with the prem¬ 
ise that the unique character of this site should be re¬ 
tained, it surely should be possible to produce a 
scheme that secures the woodland’s future without the 
need for houses. For it is their intended presence that 
is the real stumbling block. 

The developer has had more than two years in which 
to start managing his woodland to demonstrate how 
his approach might work. But little has been done. In¬ 
stead, we are being told that the real failure of the past 
appeal lay in an administrative oversight. Apparently, 
by correcting this, housing construction should be 
given the go-ahead. 

I hope not because once the integrity of the site has 
been breached by even one house there will be nothing 
to stop applications for ever-larger developments. It’s 
called “planning creep”.

We 
are grateful that he en¬ 
tered into the fun of the 


occasion so we should 
not dismiss his criti¬ 
cisms about the lay-out 
of the course. The nar¬ 
rowness of the Marine 
Parade made it very dif¬ 
ficult to get all the obsta¬ 
cles into an area that 
could be seen by the 
spectators and the size of 
the inflatables was also 
bigger than we antici¬ 
pated, although the giant 
slide added greatly to the 
overall fun of the occa¬ 
sion. 

The site of Councillor 
Daryl Turner coming 
down that slide will live 
with me for a very long 
time! 

We learned a great deal 
from the staging of the 
first pudding race and 
have a number of ideas 
in mind to improve mat¬ 
ters next year. 

However, I don’t accept 
Mr Dicks’ statement that 
our publicity was “pa¬ 
thetic”. It’s easy to pro¬ 


mote an event when you 
have a huge budget; but 
when organising events 
for charity such as Can¬ 
cer Research UK you 
cannot take the risk of 
spending huge sums on 
promotion. 

We distributed 70 
posters in and around 
the town (donated free 
by Lyme-born printer 
Adrian Wood); this 
newspaper, which has 
the biggest distribution 
of any publication in 
town, ran articles for 
several weeks; our com¬ 
petitors, the Lyme Regis 
News, also published 
several articles; we built 
our own website which 
received thousands of 
unique visits; and we 
maximised our presence 
on the social networking 
sites. 

We also placed a num¬ 
ber of advertisements 
across all the View titles 
with exposure from Wey¬ 


mouth in the east, Sid- 
mouth in the west and 
Ilminster in the north. 
We did it on a shoestring 
budget. 

I also got seven min¬ 
utes on BBC Radio 
Devon on Saturday 
morning. We did not get 
any TV coverage be¬ 
cause both the BBC and 
ITV are too lazy to come 
up to Lyme for such 
events. Had it been 
staged in Cornwall it 
would have been a differ¬ 
ent matter. 

Much of this publicity 
was generated by Geoff 
Baker, Paul McCartney’s 
former PR manager who 
in his inimitable style 
ramped up the rivalry 
between The Mongers 
and The Bohemians 
which was much in evi¬ 
dence during the race. 

I’m sorry if the event 
didn’t come up to the 
standard expected by Mr 
Dicks, but we will take 
his comments on board 
and see if we can do bet¬ 
ter next time. 

The pudding race was 
organised by the local 
Cancer Research UK 
committee. There are 
only half a dozen of us 
and I am proud of their 
efforts. They were down 


at the seafront at first 
light on Saturday and 
worked like Trojans 
through to dusk. They 
were all exhausted by 
the end of the day. 

Finally, thanks to all 
those who gave their 


support in so many 
ways - marshalls, 
team members and 
spectators. And thank 
you to all of you who 
stood up for us after 
Mr Dicks’ Facebook 
outburst. 


■ I ATTEND very few council meetings in Lyme 
Regis these days. 

There are two reasons. Firstly, I got fed up of 
the pathetic point scoring that seemed to 
plague every meeting and the number of times 
decisions were referred back for further discus¬ 
sion. The mermaid logo debacle was a classic 
example, the latest debate ending up with a 
couple of councillors in tears I am reliably in¬ 
formed. The council has just not been able to 
make a decision and the idea has now been 
dropped for good. 

Secondly, the View from Lyme Regis is now 
part of a bigger group with 15 different titles 
which I now manage and I spend much more 
time in East Devon. 

Francesca now looks after most of the council 
work in Lyme but as she took a few days off last 
week to prepare for the Christmas Pudding Race 
I went along to a meeting of the Town Manage¬ 
ment Committee.

Gingerbread 

Men 



1. Heat oven to 200C/180C fan/gas 6. Line 2 baking sheets with 
baking parchment. Melt butter, sugar and syrup in a pan. Mix 
flour, soda, spices and a pinch of salt in a bowl. Stir in the butter 
mix and chopped ginger to make a stiff dough. 

2. Wait until cool enough to handle, then roll out dough to 
about 5mm thick. Stamp out gingerbread men, re-rolling and 
pressing the trimmings back together and rolling again. Lift 
onto baking sheets. Bake for 12 mins until golden. Cool 10 mins 
on the sheets, then lift onto cooling racks. 

3. To decorate, mix icing sugar with a few drops of water until 
thick and smooth. Halve then slice cherries thinly to make 
smiles, and cut ginger into small squares. Spoon icing into a 
food bag, snip off the tiniest bit from one corner, then squeeze 
eyes and buttons, and a tiny smile onto 1 man at a time. Stick 
on a cherry smile and ginger buttons. Repeat; leave to set. Will 
keep up to 1 week in an airtight tin. 

Tip: Decorating You can also use raisins, sultanas or Smarties 
to decorate, if you prefer. 


Ingredients 

140g unsalted butter 
lOOg dark muscovado sugar 
3 tbsp golden syrup 
350g plain flour 

1 tsp bicarbonate of soda 

2 tsp ground ginger and 1 tsp 
ground cinnamon 

Pinch of cayenne pepper (optional) 
2 balls stem ginger from a jar, 
chopped 

TO DECORATE 

50g icing sugar 
A few glace cherrie 
2 balls stem ginger 



1. Pour the cream into a saucepan and bring just up to 
the boil. Chop the chocolate into small pieces and place 
in a large bowl. Pour over the boiling cream, then stir 
until the chocolate and cream are well blended and 
smooth. Cool, then set aside in the fridge until the mix¬ 
ture is solid, about 2 hrs. 

2. Scoop out teaspoons of the mixture and roll into small 
walnut-size balls with your hands. Sprinkle the coconut 
onto a plate and roll the truffle in the coconut until 
evenly covered. Will keep in a cool place for 3 days or 
freeze for up to 1 month.

1. Heat oven to 200C/fan 180C/gas 6. Grease and line a 23 x 32cm Swiss roll 
tin with baking parchment. Beat the eggs and sugartogether with an elec¬ 
tric whisk for about 8 mins until thick and creamy. 

2. Mix the flour, cocoa and baking powder together, then sift onto the egg 
mixture. Fold in very carefully, then pour into the tin. Now tip the tin from 
side to side to spread the mixture into the corners. Bake for 10 mins. 

3. Lay a sheet of baking parchment on the work surface. When the cake is 
ready, tip it onto the parchment, peel off the lining paper, then roll the cake 
up from its longest edge with the paper inside. Leave to cool. 

4. To make the icing, melt the butter and chocolate together in a bowl over 
a pan of hot water. Take from the heat and stir in the syrup and 5 tbsp cream. 
Beat in the icing sugar until smooth. Whisk the remaining cream until it 
holds its shape. Unravel the cake, spread the cream over the top, scatter over 
the crushed mints, if using, then carefully roll up again into a log. 

5. Cut a thick diagonal slice from one end of the log. Lift the log on to a plate, 
then arrange the slice on the side with the diagonal cut against the cake to 
make a branch. 

6. Spread the icing over the log and branch (don't cover the ends), then use 
a fork to mark the icing to give the effect of tree bark. Scatter with unsifted 
icing sugar to resemble snow, and decorate with holly. 

Tip: You can leave the mints out if you prefer a more traditional filling.

Digger still full of running 


DOUBLE Dizzy's performance in the Glenfar- 
clas Cross Country Handicap Chase at Chel¬ 
tenham on Friday confirmed that he is not 
ready to retire yet, and will now defend his 
title in the At The Races Sussex National at 
Plumpton on January 6th. 

"Digger"as he is known around the yard led 
the gruelling 3m 7f race in heavy ground until 
the field turned into the home straight with 
two fences to go when he was overtaken by 
the winner Outlaw Pete. 

"Although three other horses passed him 
going to the last, he battled on up the hill to 
take fourth place and earn owner Martyn For¬ 
rester just over £1600 in prize money. 

It was planned to retire the 11 -year-old after 
the Haye Jousselin Chase at Auteuil in early 
November. 

But he was given one more race in the non¬ 
handicapped version of the Glenfacas over 
the same course a month ago, where he fin¬ 
ished a very creditable tenth to Uncle Junior 
who also ran on Friday, but this time unseated 
his jockey Paddy Mullins. 

Jockey Andrew Glassonbury once again sent 
him to bowl along out front cutting the pace, 
and he was always in the first three. 

On the third and final circuit featuring 34 


fences he lost his front running companion 
Lydon House who made a mistake, but jump¬ 
ing impeccably and looking so relaxed you 
thought he was running for fun, he eased out 
a three-length lead over the field. 

The main threats moved to close the gap, 
and as they made the sharp left turn to enter 
the home straight, a loose horse ran in front 
of them, but fortunately avoided a collision. 

Bob Buckler said: "Once again he put in a 
super run. He loved it and Andrew gave him a 
great ride. Although he was beaten by the 
faster horses in the race, he didn't stop coming 
up the hill and fought back to claim fourth. 

"It would have helped if Lydon House had 
stayed with him to keep him company, but he 
ran a great race and will now go to Plumpton 
in the New Year." 

His success slightly overshadowed a brilliant 
run by Sulpius who cantered up in the Village 
Marquees Handicap Chase over 7>h miles at 
Fontwell Park last Tuesday. 

Having claimed his maiden victory at 
Fontwell in mid November on his thirteenth 
run, he looked favourite to follow it up with a 
win at Folkestone less than two weeks later 
but unexpectedly fell for the first time in his 
career two from home. 


Buckler returned to the West Sussex course 
with him last Friday and he put the loss be¬ 
hind him as he stormed home by 12 lengths * 
easing up. 

Always in the front two from the start going 
out on the third circuit he was joined by Join 
The Navy who looked like he could be a • 
threat, but fat the cross fence four from home * 
a magnificent jump saw him take three 
lengths out of his rival and from then on it 
was easy. 

Buckler said: "He won very nicely, and 
showed again what a good horse he is devel¬ 
oping into. 

"His jump four from home saw the opposi¬ 
tion off, but I expect the handicapper will be 
harsh on him, so we are looking to run him 
again this week before the penalty kicks in, 
probably at Folkestone yesterday (Tuesday). 

Buckler's latest addition to the stable had a 
run last week to gain racecourse experience. I 
Jolly Good Pepper is a three-year-old that * 
will now go back home after his debut in a 
bumper at Taunton last Thursday. 

"I was happy enough with him. It was only 
an introduction to the racecourse but he is not 
strong enough yet and will go back home to 
build himself up."
